Biking opportunities could roll into town

ZA s chair of the Regional 
J. ANiagara Bicycle Commit¬ 
tee, I was invited to a forum a 
couple of weeks ago to discuss 
plans for improving walking 
and cycling opportunities for 


three schools in Niagara. 

Fortunately, Pelham is one of 
the communities under con¬ 
sideration along with StCatha- 
rines and Grimsby. 

The audience included a 



Regional Police, school person¬ 
nel, transportation personnel, 
planners, public health and 
public works personnel. 

The first presentation pro¬ 
vided an overview of efforts 
around the globe to improve 
active transportation to and 
from school. Then we focused 
on the Canadian School Travel 
Planning Model from Green 
Communities Canada. We 
learned of initial pilot projects 
across Canada and the possi¬ 
bility of involvement of three 
schools in Niagara as a second 


wave of pilot projects. 

Members who attended this 
meeting were asked to join a 
steering committee to guide 
the Niagara project and to 
pledge a statement of support. 

The RNBC supported this 
project at its meeting last week 
and the recommendation will 
now proceed to the standing 
committee and regional coun¬ 
cil for support. 

Ward 1 Coun. Debbie 
Urbanowicz from the Town of 
Pelham also introduced this 
item to town council and 
requested a staff report for 
consideration. 

The chosen school should 
meet certain criteria. It must 
be a JK to Grade 8 school; it 
needs to be enthusiastic about 
participating; it must commit 
to support and contribute in 
kind staff and parent time; 
most students need to live 
within a reasonable distance 
and most students are not 
bussed to school and be on 
routes that are or can be made 

Finally, schools must be 
located in municipalities that 
are prepared to commit to 
making school travel planning 
a priority in their community 
and provide funding for engi¬ 
neering and design studies that 


might be required. 

Schools wifi be provided an 
incentive of $2,000. for partici¬ 


pating. College students will be 
brought in to do an initial audit 
noting the number of students 
arriving and departing school 
by walking, cycling, by car or

Some barriers such as tree or 
shrub pruning could happen 


structure requirements like 
traffic lights, sidewalks, paved 
shoulders or bike lanes would 
require funding and more time. 
Later in the year an audit is 
done to show the increase in 
cycling and walking to and 
from school.

families on a street created a 
“walking school bus,” then

Senate woes 

T he talk of Senate reform is again 
in the news, t his time it is the 
senators who are provoking the dis¬ 
cussion as they are taking die liberty 
of making major amendments to 
crime bills already passed by the 
elected House of Commons. 

Canadians have been clear that 
they want criminals’ sentences to 
reflect the crime committed. Changes 
to the Criminal Code and to the 
administration of justice are part of 
our government’s strategy to protect 
families and communities. Justice 
Minister Rob Nicholson has 
responded to the message sent to us 
by Canadians and introduced Bill 
C-25.

This key piece of anti-crime legisla¬ 
tion seeks to end the practice of 
reducing criminals’ sentences at a 2 
for 1 ratio for time served in pre-trial 
custody. Besides significantly cutting 
down on the sentences that criminals 
have to serve, this provision in the 
Criminal Code also encourages crimi¬ 
nal defense lawyers to draw out trials, 
thereby reducing the actual time that 
their client has to serve in prison. 

Bill C-25 received strong support by 
provincial ministers from all parties, 
as well as victims’ groups and police 
associations and was passed unani¬ 
mously by the House of Commons. 

Despite overwhelming public sup¬ 
port, the Senate is now attempting to 
effectively kill the bill by passing 
amendments that will still make 2 for 
1 sentencing possible. A bill receiving 
unanimous support in the House of 
Commons is a rare feat in and of itself. 
That the Senate would choose to 
impede such a bill is simply mind- 
boggling. 

Their action has renewed calls for 
senate reform from every comer of 
the country, including the Canadian 
Police Association (CPA) which has 
demanded the Senate pass Bill C-25 
in its original state. CPA president 
Charles Momy was quoted in a Sun 
Media article as saying “We are aston¬ 
ished that members of this Senate 
committee would side with the inter¬ 
ests of convicted criminals and pro¬ 
vide them with a codified get-out-of- 
jail card. Releasing offenders into 
communities prematurely is a recipe 
for failure and puts public safety at 

Many of the provincial Premiers 
have also made public their opposi¬ 
tion to what the Senate is now trying 
to do. B.C. Premier Gordon Campbell 
complained that “The amendments 
proposed by this unelected Senate 
water down the strength of Bill C-25.”

Bourlon Wood commemorates the crossing of the Canal 
du Nord, the taking of Bourlon Wood and the breach¬ 
ing of the last of the Hindenburg Line defences on 
September 27, 1918. 

Courcelette remembers the role of the Canadian 
Corps in pushing back German troops at the battle 
of the Somme in September and November, 1916.

Queant railway junction and the breaching of the 
Hindenburg Line on September 2, 1918 during the 
second battle of Arras. 


Gueudecourt commemorates Newfoundland forces 
at the battle of the Somme on October 12, 1916. 

Le Quesnel commemorates the attack on August 
8, 1918 by the 100,000-strong Canadian Corps, 
forcing the German army to retreat for a distance of 
eight miles. 

Masnieres pays homage to the participation of 
Newfoundland forces at the Battle of Cambrai on 
November 20, 1917. 

Monchy-le-Preux honours the role of

In his final act as chair of the Pelham 
Communities in Bloom committee, 
Don Marr unveiled Pelham’s last heri¬ 
tage community sign Monday. 

Marr, who is retiring from the com¬ 
mittee, said this seventh sign, which 
marks the eastern entrance to Fenwick 
at Balfour St. and Memorial Dr., appro¬ 
priately ends the sequence. 

“Our first sign was for Fenwick’s 
entrance at Welland and Canboro Rd„” 
he said. 

Since then, the committee through 
its annual garden tours, has raised 
money for two heritage signs in Font- 
hill, and single ones in Ridgeville, North 
Pelham and Effingham. It also donated 
a sign to Pelham Veteran’s Park. 

The new Fenwick sign bears the orig¬ 
inal name of the community, Diffins 
Comers. 


It was named after a pair of brothers 
who founded the town.
